it. was introduced also info other foreign 
wiasions. 
Some few years previous to this, the 
„British Saints“ were made the dupes 
of a. grand church ewindling scheme. 
known as the Joint Stock Company” 
concern, by which vaet sums of money 
were extracted from their parees. In 
justice, however, to the leading authori. 
thes of the church, I weuld here state 
that the nefarious scheme was exploded 
under their direction in 1846, vet the re- 
membrance of the wrongs the people had 
then suffered made them too guarded in 
the use of their means, to invest very 
extensively in the P. E. Fund, until they 
should be satisfied it was free from the 
constitutional of Joint Stockism. 
Yet, notwithstanding the obstacles it 
had to encounter, it met with a fair degree 
of favor, 80 mueh at least, that its British 
General Agent reported, as early us Jan- 
nary, 1852. the receipt of upwards of one 
thousand pounds sterling trom the Brit- 
ish Conferences alone. Beeides which. 
he reported donations from the west to 
amoynt to fifteen thousand dollars, thus 
muking an aggregate of nineteen thou- 
sand, eight hundred and fifty (819.850) 
dollars, independent ofany contribution 
from other foreign missions. This fund 
continued in operation for abont seven 
years, dgring which time, without any in- 
-erease on the ratio of its reccipts fur the 
first eighteen months after its establish- 
ment, its nett reecipts from Utah und the 
British mission alone would amount to 
au aggregate of ninety-two thousand. six

added for receipts from, finaucially 
— — less important foreign missions, 
the balanee neccessary to complete the

my readers will acknowledge the jus- 
lice of charging Brigbam Young with 
at least the present possession of hall 
tbis sum, viz. fifty thousand ($50,000,) 
dollars. But the sources above named 
are not the only ones from which Brig- 
ham Young has derived considerable 
revenue for this fund, as will be shown 
in these articles. 

It is also warthy of- remark that. this 
fund is still ateumulating, forthe Mormon 
courts recognize the inuebtedness to the 
P. E. Fund as a legal debt, and enforce 
the collecting therof by a posse comila- 
tus who are careful to attac, an amouat 
of property, the abstract value af which 
is invariably several tines the amount 
due, witb all contingent expenses for 
collecting by a civil process added.
